Continental Congress First To Recommend 
Annual Feasts Of Thanksgiving 

WORSHIP SHOULD BE KEYNOTE OF EVENTS

more tbnn three Iiiinilred yofttH rro, 
Jf wo had lived nt a certnln place on 
tho bleak New Knglund coant and bnd 
looked out acrosB the wnlern w« 
oonld have hccu a small »hlii rldliiK 
at anchor. It was a crude Khtp and 
those whom It hoUBod were of the 
common sort of people without woaltU 
or fame, but their hearts boat with 
tho spirit thot wua to give them 
fame Id after years, even though tlno' 
lived not to learn of the honor. 

Here was u company of people 
without a home: they had loft tholr 
native land on the other side of the 
Atlantic and It was their Intention of 
founding for thomBQlves and postur- 
ity a homo in tho new world where 
they might have freedom to worship 
God as they saw fit. Little did that 
compony of people think that before 
tho sprlnB sun should cover the Ice- 
bound coast with Rrccn, that one- 
half of their number would answer to 
tho roll call of death, and yet. when 
spring came, It wan but a handful nf 
men, women, and children who saw 
In the promise of springtime some- 
thing better for the future. They did 
not look upon their -hardships and 
their sufferings as a sign of divine 
disapproval for the action they hud 
taken. They accepted their lot as a 
test of faith and with hearts and 
■ winds ready for whatever was In 
store for them they settled down to 
tho task of providing for the neces- 
sities of life while the Plymouth 
colony was founded. It was a colony 
founded on faith and In faith they 
looked to Ood to guide, while they 
tried to make their wills conform to 
HU. 

These sturdy Pilgrims looked to 
the Lord to provide, hut they did 
their part as well. During tho spring 
and summer they labored to produce 
a bountiful crop that the perils of the 
meit winter might . bo lessoned. So 
faithfully did lli«y labor and so 
abundantly was their labor ble.st that 
In the early fall they felt called upon 
10 fcaat before the Um\ and offer a 
}oyou8 Thanksgiving prayer. It was 
the prayer of Thanksgiving rather 
than the feast that was emphaalred. 
That was In the fall of 1621. These 
Pilgrims were surrounded by the 
wilderness which slioltored the wild 
beaat and the Btlll wilder man who 
might prove to be an enemy at any 
moment. Their homes were but 
nude shacks that would keep out 
neither cold nor storms. The crops 
they had raised would • require the 
jnoBt careful handling to last until 
tho harvest of another year gave 
them a new supply; but these sturdy 
pioneers of a new nation and a new 
clvllUatlon did not ask for much and 
•were so thankful that they set aside 
a day to give thanks. Even their 
feaet woa a form of worship. Thus 
•was Thankflglving day established In 
the new world. 

We do not know If the next annual 
harvest was welcomed In like man- 
ner, but we do know that from time 
to time throughout the century 
which followed, the Pilgrims and 
their aecendenta praised the Lord at 
the gathering of tho harvest and hud 
ono day set apart for general Thanks- 
giving. , 
The ThaukBglvIng spirit spread 
from the Utile hamlet .where it had 
Us origin until it reached the borders 
ot the colonial territory. During tho 
trying days of the Revolutionary 
struggle, the oontentlnal congress 
felt the need of Homothlng more than 
any mortals could do and recom- 
' mended annual feasts of thanksgiv- 
ing, at which times the people should 
praise the- I-ord for the progve-ss 
made and renew their hopes of ulti- 
mate victory. Hopes were high, 
though progress wus slow and how 
uncertain was the possibility of vic- 
tory! Yet tho people wore thankful 
that they were able to tight for liber- 
ty and privileged to hope that liber- 
ty would be eventually realized. 

At length the struggle was over, 
the treaty of peace wus signed, and. 
In 1784, Congress recommended a 
general day of- thanksgiving com- 



momoratlng tho return of pence. 

During Washlnglon*R first year as 
President of tho United KtateH, he Ih- 
Bued a proclamation setting aside a 
certain day to bo observed as Thanks- 
giving Day. In 1795, a similar 
proclamation was Issued, calling 
upon the people to give thanks for 
the general brnenis and welfare that 
l^d come to the young nation during 
Its first six years. Twenty years 
later, President Monroe Issued anoth- 
er Thanksgiving proclamation, just 
after the close of another conlllct. 

Thanksgiving observance was left 
for presidential sanction and recom- 
mendation, and did not become an 
annual event until the year 18C3. 
That year a day, which was more of 
a consecration than thanksgiving, 
was act aside by Lincoln. Tho next 
year a similar day waft ohser\*ed and 
In 1865. President Johnson Issued a 
proclamation setting aside a day for 
thanksgiving and each year there- 
after the president of the nation has 
felt that It was his duty to bring 
thanksgiving observance to the atten- 
tion of the public In some formal 
manner. 

With the passing years It seems 
that the day has lost aomo of Us 
Hlgnlllcanco. Tho Pilgrims' thought 
of Thanksgiving has been ovor- 
Hhadowed by feasting and yet how 
much more we have for which we 
should be thankful than did those 
pioneers who braved hardships and 
were ready for other trials and dif* 
ncultles! They met to worship and 
tho feast was only Incidental to that 
worship. This Is u day sacred In the 
history of the nation and all America 
should ever remember Him who has 
given to us beyond our ability to re- 
ceive.
